CLAIMS 



What is claimed: 

1 . An accessory carrier assembly comprising: 

a first segment having a first aperture, said first segment being capable of 
telescopically engaging a first hitch element of a first cross sectional size; 

a second segment, wherein at least a portion of the second segment is 
fitted in said first aperture and wherein the first and second segments are connected, said 
second segment also being capable of telescopically engaging a second hitch element of a 
second cross sectional size; 

an accessory carrier element, said accessory carrier element selective 
engageable with either the first segment or the second segment so as to permit the 
selective engagement of the first segment with the first hitch element and of the second 
segment with the second hitch element; and 

wherein the first cross sectional size of the first hitch element is not equal 
to the second cross sectional size of the second hitch element. 

2. The assembly according to claim 1, wherein the accessory carrier element is 
selected from the group consisting of: a bicycle rack, a ski rack, a snowboard rack, at 
least one accessory shelf and at least one accessory bustle. 

3. The assembly according to claim 2, wherein the first segment is angled between 0 
and 90 degrees so as to cause the first hitch element to be engaged on a different spatial 
plane than the second hitch element. 

4. The assembly according to claim 1, wherein the first segment is angled between 0 
and 90 degrees so as to cause the first hitch element to be engaged on a different spatial 
plane than the second hitch element. 
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5. The assembly according to claim 1, wherein the accessory carrier element further 
comprises at least one support member connecting the accessory carrier element and 
either the first segment or the second segment. 

6. The assembly according to claim 5, wherein the support member comprises a pair 
of spaced plates. 

7. The assembly according to claim 4, wherein the accessory carrier element further 
comprises at least one support member connecting the accessory carrier element and 
either the first segment or the second segment. 

8. The assembly according to claim 7, wherein the support member comprises a pair 
of spaced plates. 
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
